If Mr# iiacrae will consult tho handwrltton notes he made when I was with him you 

find c»nfirmation of tiia agreoment to pay me what was received for my property# 

Need there be an agreement whan one.'>3 property is sold? I did not ask for the sheet 
stock# Hr# Macrae offered it andl said it made no difference and it depended on tho 
size whether I could even accomodate it# 

I asked for a letter confirming that the literary ri^ts had reverted to me only to 
try to tidy up David* s mass# These ri{^ts actually reverted to me last year under the 
contract# 

Tour man called me up, no strings attached, and asked for ahippdlng instructions# 

I presumed this was because you wanted to cut your wasted oosls by that much# He confirmed 
this with an also no-stilngs-attached letter your files must show# The|i you vrrote a 
blackjack afterward# There is no basis for the letter you wrote trying to "finalize" 
Dabld*s flimflam when Dutton knew that I was in New Tork to obtain counsel and the only 
reason I hadn t is because by accident I found out about your acquisition of Ogteiv 
bridge# DavidHiad been careful not to let me know, as he had been careful not to respond 
to my letter telling him when I would be In New Tork until after he Idiew I was no longer 
at homa# He also want to some trouble not to tell me who hia lawyer was so I could discuss 
this with Mm when I was in New Tork# I learned of ^# Hamilton from Mr# Macrae, who asked 
me to call And Macrae was quite apeoiflo that those matters on which he and I 

did not agree were not being handled by you but were being handled by ^'br# Hamilton# I did 
phone h i m and I have supplied you with carbons of my side of the correspondenoe # Had I-h*# 
Maarae not told me this I'd have waited to see you# Tqu would then have had a better 
understanding of tho realities than your letters reflect# I do not presume dishonest 
intent on Ditton’a part# I merely presume you are taking David's word, which 1 know to 
be worse than worthless. For both our sakea I hppe I am not forced to establish that 
this is not a defamation# 

If you want to reach an agreement on the books separately . I am prepared to abide 
by the agreement with Mr# Macrae, but not as a condition of forgetting everything else# 

On that alone# When you consider that I con legitlmatoly olaim SI 0,000 for those books, 
it is not against Dutton's interest and does represent a compromise on my pert because 
not having them has been costly to me# VTere this not true ^^# ^^acrae would never have 
agreed to it# Ha also checked to see what would be involved. In my presenoe an employee 
brought the sheet of figures in# 

I am xiot surprised at Mr# Hamilton' a silence because I understand his problem# He 
does not want to oommit fliraud# If he supplies what he is supjx>sed to be able to, unless 
all the previous evidence Is fraudulent that will have to b^ That data never did exist# 
It was a manufactured figure, based on someone's estinate for David, not authenticated 
written offers from legitimate people In tho trade and to presezdbed speolfioations# If 
this were not the case ^# Hamilton would not have made the "ndstcke" of sending figures 
not to specs and of a later date# Nor would David have had to get them# 
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^ou are, I realize. In the poaition of taklnc David's word or that of a total 
stranger you have no reason to feel you can trust* The most cursory examination of a 

Ihiclc file w i l l show that X am the one whose ti me was wasted, which was 
Insuiy to injury. I don't think that you will taka the time to read that file and I 
am oonfident you havener, else you'd not have w;ri.tten me os you have* 

Quite aside from what is In that file and my wife as Tdtnass to the original 
verbal agreement, there cane a time when I started taping our jAione conversations. 

There was then little choice and It was not seorat* David's first pertnerJtiav; It, David 
know It, the oorrespondanoe shows It, and I several tines offered dnVis to David, 
verbally and in wrLtlng.Thore just is no doubt about the facts, about various agreements 
that were made and promptly not kept and I think fraudulent misrepresentations* There 
is, I am oonfident, much more flor w h ic h Z oen le^timately claim «n.i have not in an 
effort to got this mass settled* It it is rnt, I have not waived those options* 

The agreed upon advance was 810, OCX}, and I eua aware that you don' t know the whole 
story behind it* There were other soma withheld, some so fraudulently- ttiat I think it 
win aiokan you to see the etupldlty with which it wan done. There were relatively 
minor sums, like interest that lactuany had to pay on the money due me and not paid* 

If I am these various oaan sums and the balance due on the advaboe, with interest, 
I will 9 in wrltin^f waivo the other claiiaa* 

We have never met and I have no apy of knowing how you think. I oi-gcoet what I 
believe may give you a notion of the kind of mess this is and the truthfulneas of what 
I am t e l ling you. Itoder the oontraot (whicdi David was also oareful not to return to 
me, ae the files will also show), the balance of the advance was due not later than 
six months after sig n i ng . The moat cursory eotamination of the books will show tiiat 
ms was not done and the only way I could get it was to got It in pieces, each time 

I faced a real emergenoy* During that time I actually had to borrow more money because 

I was not paid what was owed rnsm 

I have no desire to v/aots more time in fruitless correspondence, ^'^obody peys loe 
for time, os they do you. I start work at 5 a.m., work until about 11 p.m., and 
I m 60 year'o old. However, I do want to clean this up and am wilHng to compocomia© as 

I have indicated. If tlrnt is not coceptable, thei*o in no point in cdthor of us throwing 

more time away. ^ we I wi ll still be both the loner f UMi the nufforer. If we do 

not, I would oiicourat^ you fco believe that an awful stink in probable.I liavc no desire 
for this and I would lika to think that Dutton doean*t, either. 

Nhr have I any desire to entrap anybody, one reason I write immediately. If i-ir. 
Hamilton does send figures dated at tha time they have to have been datod, thoro 

will be a new jul serious problem for you because they did not then oadLst and the proof 
I liave ii r^undantsad ovorwhelnlng. I don't want trouble, I do want tliin settled, so 
I told Mr. hainilttHi, as your own files should show. 

Should a letter from Mr. Hamilton cross this one, I presume he will have sont 
you a carbon.
